SUMMER SHORTAGE 

It was disclosed this week that emergency 
responders from across the East End had been 
on high alert on a recent Saturday as the 
organizers of a North Fork food and wine 
event that promised a “taste of summer”-found 
that they were in danger of running out of 
summer. Fearing that any breakdown in the 
supply of summer could lead to unrest and 
rioting among the attendees at the event, 
who numbered in the thousands, the event’s 
organizers informed officials of their dwindling 
reserves at around 8:30 p.m. on the evening of 
the event. “We received a call from the site of 
the event detailing the situation,” North Fork 
Constabulary spokesman Larry Hirsch told 
reporters at a press gathering on Wednesday 
held to discuss the emergency mobilization. 
(Editor’s note: Mr. Hirsch’s cousin, Larry 
Hirsch, is the Hamptons Police spokesman.) 
“The fact is, they had a lot of summer left, but 
they also had a lot of happy, summer-loving 
people out there, and they started to worry—I 
mean, God forbid they should run out of it 
and all of a sudden you have over a thousand 
people turned loose and rampaging across 
the North Fork looking for more!” The public 
and the press were not immediately alerted, 
explained Hirsch, because it was decided that 
to do so might cause unnecessary panic and an 
economic catastrophe. “If a rumor had gotten 
out that summer was gone, then we would have 
seen an exodus, full stop,” noted Hirsch. “Think 
of the losses in ice cream alone!” And, as it 
turned out, the initial worries were overblown, 
as ample reserve supplies of summer—in the 
form of chilled rosé wine in colorfully labeled 
bottles—were found on the site of the event 
and disaster was averted. 


TOO CUTE TO KILL 

Police support was called as a meeting of village 
government in East Hampton drew an overflow 
crowd on Wednesday. At issue was the proposal 
to allow the hunting of deer on selected parcels, 
a measure to cull the herd that is supported 
by both officials and environmental groups. 
Vociferous opponents of the measure included 
members of the activist group Hands Off the 
Cute Critters (HOCC), who loudly disrupted 
the meeting on several occasions.

HOCC 
proposes an Official list of cute animals to 
include deer, bunnies, chipmunks, and possibly 
squirrels—although there is some internal 
disagreement within HOCC as to the cuteness

You & Your Moods 


Some Traffic Intersections Make You Happy, Others Make You Sad

eavy traffic in the Hamptons is a big 

downer here. It backs up. People tear their 
hair. And the old adage, famously put by Yogi 
Berra (or Groucho Marx) is so true, so true: 
So many people come here that seutnaee goes 
here anymore. 

On the other hand, there is the psychology of 
the traffic. 1 am of the opinion that certain kinds 
of heavy traffic can put you in a good mood just 
as much as other kinds of heavy traffic can put 
you in a bad mood. I’ve discovered this. I expect 
that exercise gurus, psychology experts and 
physical trainers will soon take this up. 

Here’s the good-mood traffic. It’s a four-way 
intersection with four stop signs. You stop. You 
see that the person who’s come in from the 
left side has already stopped. Another person 
arrives from the right side and stops. The 
person on the left side now goes through the 
intersection, waving at the other two cars. Next 
you go through, waving at the car on your right, 
and as you pass the car coming toward you 
coming to a stop you wave at him. And maybe 
you nod. Happy traffic. Happy you. 

Here’s the bad mood traffic. It’s a two-lane 
main highway where someone from a side 


street, on your left as you come toward it, is 
trying to make a left. It is your intention to make 
the left into that side street. The car waiting 
to make the left is waiting for an opening. It’s 
a tough thing. The opening has to be between 
cars coming in both directions down this main 
street. As you approach, you see that this 
double opening is going to occur just as you 
arrive to make your own left. There’s only room 
in the double opening for him to make his left 
or you to make your left. And you know how 
this is going to turn out, don’t you, you evil son 
of a bitch. 

You are going to arrive at the place where 
the opening is taking place, and you are going 
to put your blinker on and cause this person 
on the side street, who arrived at that corner 
long before you did, maybe hours before you 
did, to not be able to make the left into the just- 
arrived opening without hitting you. You have 
the right of way. So you can legally do this. But 
by doing it, you are condemning this side-street 
person to another half-hour of waiting. You do it 
anyway. Even though, deep down in your heart, 
you know that another break in the traffic—you 
only need it in one direction—will happen long 
before the double break in traffic will. 

You make the turn and you avoid eye contact. 


Then, as you drive happily away, you look 
out your rearview mirror and see him still 
sitting there in the driver’s seat, waiting, waiting 
and waiting again for that double opening 
to arrive. And it is‘never going to come. You 
feel just awful for doing this. But you did 
it anyway. 

I will end this commentary by reminding 
readers that there remains a law in the Hamptons 
called the Left Turn Hat law. It’s rarely used 
today. It was put into effect around 1985, when 
the traffic became intolerable (though not 
TRULY intolerable), in order to allow motorists 
the right of way to make left turns onto streets. 
The hats were green baseball caps with the 
white letter L on them (for Left Turn.) They’d 
ordered hundreds of them. And they sold 
them for $20 only to registered voters in each 
community. Wear the green hat while driving 
and all motorists will defer to you when you put 
that left-turn signal on. 

The supply of green hats ran out and was 
never renewed. (Accidents happened because 
people claimed they did not know the law. Not 
knowing the law is not an excuse, of course.) 
But the law remains on the books. Get yourself 
a green baseball cap with the letter L on it. I 
believe it’s a minor league team. @&

How Ignas Zukauskas’ Days on the Beach Went Terribly Wrong

es, you too can live the high life in the 
Hamptons, even if you don’t have the 
money and you are not invited. 

On Saturday, August 8, a woman friend of 
the wife of J. Michael Evans, . President of 
- Alibaba, arrived at the Evans’ oceanfront home 
in Southampton and, with the permission of 
Lise Evans, headed over to the small cottage 
down on the beach nearby being renovated. 
This cottage was on property that Mr. Evans 
had just bought. The woman wanted to use the 
cottage to change into her bathing suit and go 
ocean swimming from there. After that, she’d 
come back to the main house, thank everybody 
for her adventure and then head home. 

Because of the construction, no one had been 
using the cottage, of course. The family did 
notice there was a car parked on the far side of 
it. Maybe it was a workman’s car. 

The woman walked into the cottage and 
encountered a nice young man in the kitchen 
making a sandwich. They each startled the 
other. The woman said she was just a friend 
of Lise’s.. The man said he was too. So he 
went back to his sandwich, she changed and 
had her swim and then went back to the 


main house to thank the Evans family before 


going home. 


When she mentioned that she had encountered 
a nice man at the cottage, Mrs. Evans told her 
that she did not know anyone was there. She 
had not invited anyone. Mrs. Evans then asked 
others in the house, children and guests, if they 
invited anyone. Nobody had invited him. So she 
called the police. 

The Southampton Village Police arrived 
with their usual weaponry when called in like 
this. It was approximately 1:12 p.m., according 
to the police blotter, when the call came in. 
They were met outside the cottage, a distance 
away from it, by Mrs. Evans and some of the 
houseguests. The police advised them not to 
go too near the cottage. But they didn’t go too 
far away. The police searched the house and 
found nothing. They then started to leave, and 
at that point they noticed the car. Looking at 
its registration, they determined it was a rental. 
They called the rental company. It had been 
rented at a location in Connecticut four days 
before. There were still 21 days left on the 
rental. And now the police had a name and a 
driver’s license. 

The name was Ignas Zukauskas, age 34, and 
he was from Lithuania. The police searched 


the house once again, and still found nothing. 
And at that point, one of the guests noticed 
there was a man up on the roof. They shouted 
to the police and pointed, but by the time the 
police started up, he’d jumped down. Now the 
police doubled their efforts and they searched 
the house again, but he again could not be 
found. How had he gotten away? In the house, 
the police found a refrigerator full of expensive 
foods, including caviar and other delicacies. 
They catalogued it all. The Evans family, asked 
if they had put it there, said they had not. 
Where had it come from? After a while, their 
efforts exhausted, the police left. 

Later that evening, according to neighbors, 
the police were notified that this man was once 
again on the beach. 

The next day, the police returned with dogs 
and a small female police officer who had 
been trained to slide into vents and chimneys 
and fireplaces and other small spaces. The 
dogs barked and sniffed at a certain corner 
inside the house, and that’s where the police 
found Mr. Zukauskas, the next afternoon, at 
5:38 p.m. Neighbors said he was in a chimney 
with a backpack and duffel stuffed up there 
with him, and he seemed delighted they had 
been unable to find him. (Cont'd on next page)

According to Southampton Mayor Mark Epley, 
who was familiar with this story, Zukauskas 
said at one point they’d walked right over 
where he was hiding under a panel. The police 
were not amused. 

Neither was Mrs. Evans. When asked, she said 
yes, she would like to press charges. Zukauskas 
was charged with two counts of criminal 
trespass in the second degree, and one count of 


criminal trespass in the third degree. He was led 
away, to the Suffolk County Correctional Facility 
in Riverhead, where, unable to post a bond of 
$12,500, he remained in a cell until finally he 
was given his day in court, pled guilty to some 
of the charges and was released, sentenced 
time served. 

One interesting thing about all this involves 
Facebook. One of the members of the 
Evans family, upon learning the name of the 
perpetrator, went online to Facebook, typed in 
the name Ignas Zukauskas and, bingo, there he 
was. And still is. Even now, as of this writing, 
you can see Ignas Zukauskas in photos out on 
an upper deck overlooking the beach, taking 
a selfie and writing about how much fun he 
is having.

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Who’s Here 


BY DAN RATTINER 


A uthor Tom Wolfe has maintained a 
vacation home in Southampton for 
many years and is often at the Hampton 
Classic Horse Show, where his daughter 
sometimes competes. 

He was born and raised in a well-to- 
do neighborhood in Richmond, Virginia. 
His parents both worked with nature. 
His father was an agronomist and _ his 
mother was a landscape designer. He 
went to Washington and Lee University 
near his home and there acquired his 
lifelong interest in literature. He was one 
of the founders of that school’s literary 
magazine, earned his Phi Beta Kappa 
key and graduated second in his class, 
cum laude. He also was active in sports, 
and was a star pitcher for his college 
team, which earned him a tryout in the 
big leagues. Had he been successful, his 
career might have been with the New York 
Giants baseball team and this country 
might have lost one of its great literary 
legends. Instead, he was cut after three 
days, as he has said, because he couldn’t 
throw a good fastball. 

In any case, as a result of this he went 
on to Yale, where he earned his doctorate 
in American Studies. While working on his 
doctorate, he got work as a newspaper 
reporter for The Springfield Union in 
Massachusetts. After graduation, he took 
a job as a reporter with The Washington 
Post, where he showed no interest in 
politics but a considerable interest in 
local affairs in the city of Washington. He 
won two Newspaper Guild awards while 
there, one for foreign reporting in Cuba 
and the other for a work of humor. 

His work at The Washington Post led 
him to a job at the New York Herald 
Tribune, one of the six daily newspapers 
in New York City at that time. And it was 
there, in the early 1960s, that he began to 
file stories in a style which came to be called 
_ “New Journalism.” This approach was being 
encouraged in the magazine section of the 
Herald Tribune. News stories would be written 
in a storyteller’s style, in a way fiction might 
be told, often in the first person. The work was 
much more compelling that way. 

But Wolfe took this style to new levels, 
incorporating wild and fantastic language 
into his reports. In many ways, he became 
one of the leaders of this style, which, in its 
milder forms, is part of mainstream reporting 
today. (He has contributed numerous phrases

to the English language, most notably 
“the right stuff,” “radical chic” and 
“Me Decade.”) 
In 1964, Wolfe was assigned to write an 
article about the hot-rod car culture in 
Southern California. He seemed baffled 
with it at first, but eventually mailed 
pieces of detached reporting to the editor 
at the paper to patch together. Instead, 
the editor, Byron Dobell, simply eliminated 
the “Dear Byron” salutation and published 
the pieces strung together. The result was 
a sensation. It was headlined “There Goes 
(Varoom! Varoom!) That Kandy-Kolored 
Tangerine-Flake Streamline Baby.” And 
true New Journalism was born. 
A book about counter-culture icon Ken 
Kesey, his bus and his entourage of Merry 
Pranksters followed, It was titled “The 
Electric Kool-Aid Acid Test.” Soon after 
this, Wolfe published a book called “The 
New Journalism,” consisting of essays by 
Hunter S. Thompson, Gay Talese, Joan 
Didion, Truman Capote, Norman Mailer 
and others that helped people understand 
the themes of New Journalism, which he 
now argued were literature. He made a 
very convincing argument. 
Wolfe continued to write books and 
articles in this style. One of his most 
famous was about a very elegant dinner 
party given by composer Leonard 
Bernstein in his fashionable New York 
apartment where he hosted other artists 
and numerous rich and powerful friends. 
The party was to raise money for the 
Black Panther Party. Wolfe made biting 
satire out of it. It was headlined “These 
Radical Chic Evenings.” 
I would like, at this point, to interject 
my own career into this account. I too had 
followed down this path of counter-culture 
and New Journalism, though perhaps ona 
_ smaller stage during this time. And I was 
an admirer of Wolfe from afar. While Tom 
Wolfe’s work, besides nationally, was being 
published in The Village Voice in Manhattan, 
I was one of the three founders of The East 
Village Other across town, which became one 
of the most outspoken counter-culture and 
anti-establishment publications in the city. I 
also founded Dan’s Papers, endowing it with a 
storyteller’s frame of mind that continues to 
this day. 

The full flowering of Tom Wolfe as an author 
was undoubtedly his book The Right Stuff, which 
he wrote in 1979. It was a factual account of the 
heroic lives of American astronauts and their 
flights into space (Continued on next page)

He is currently winding up his next 
book, and in fact, according to his agent, has 
been holed up and inaccessible for much of the 
past few months working on it, only recently 
emerging from his Manhattan studio to, among 
other things, give the Keynote Speech at this 
year’s Dan’s Papers $10,000 Literary Prize 
awards ceremony, taking place Thursday, 
September 3. 

In fact, by email, I had invited Wolfe to be the 
speaker at this awards ceremony last year, and 
he initially replied “Your invitation I regard as 
a great compliment, and the competition you 
have created is a marvelous idea.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Art Werger

_ “Krishna” by master 
printmaker Art Werger 
may not directly relate to 
Labor Day, but Werger’s 
cover art, named, he says, 
for the pattern of multiple 
arms extended and reflected 
in the sunlit. water, bold- 
colored florals that swirl 
~ upward from representation 

to abstraction, could be 
said to suggest the evanescent goal of the 
American Dream. 

Although Werger has done many such 
shimmering, colorful intaglio prints, he is also 
known for creating moody, top-down angular 
views of city and sea and land in tonal black 
and white. Scenes of lone and edgy night 
moments, these narrative noir prints pay 
tribute to cinematic techniques associated, for 
example, with Hitchcock. Yet all of Werger’s 
work, he says, “involves a level of voyeurism 
or intrusion.” He wants his prints “to create a 
tension based on phobic response, whether 
fear of falling or drowning.” He would “challenge 
preconceptions,” which the 36” x 24” “Krishna” 
certainly does. Daylight summer scenes “open 
up the palette more... .and startle us “from our 
sleepwalker dreams.” 


Last month you were awarded the Gran Prix at 
the International Mezzotint Festival in Russia 
for “Wave At Night,” and in May you won the 
2015 Guanlan International Print Biennial 
Prize from the People’s Republic of China. 
What do you think the selection committies 
saw in your work that, as the Guanlan jurors 
said, promoted “creative and individual 
work style?” 

I’ve always thought of myself as a very 
American artist in that my imagery directly 
reflects my somewhat limited experiences in a 
representational manner. But I tend to think of 
my work functioning not so much as realism, 
which implies a casual, matter-of-factness as 
metaphor. When it works, the representational 
subject becomes a universal human metaphor 
and perhaps that goal is reflected in the 
international recognition that my work has 
received. I might add that a lot of my images 
are anchored in my New Jersey childhood, 
lyrical suburban scenes that are evocative of 
boyhood summer evenings. I also summered a 
lot in my teens in Montauk, and a few years ago 
l inherited my uncle’s house there. 


You teach printmaking at Ohio University 
in Athens, Ohio, where you were Chair of 
The Fine Arts division. What is it that draws 
you particularly to intaglio prints, mezzotints 
and etchings? 

I teach most kinds of printmaking. Ohio 
University has a highly regarded program 
in this area including relief printing and 
monotype. Decades ago, printmaking was a 
dead medium, and in earlier centuries primarily 
only a reproductive medium—portraits made 
from paintings, for example. Then in the 1980s, 
printmaking saw a huge revival, affected, 
perhaps, by a do-it-yourself movement, so that 
_representational work, previously delegated 


to photography, took on a new life. Innovative 
printmakers also nodded to abstraction and 
to the floating world of Japanese printmaking, 
prompting exploration of aerial and underwater 
scenes. I thrive in the technical complexities of 
print media. During each of the many stages 
in making an intaglio print, | carefully refine 
the image to reflect the intense precision of 
the process. 


You’ve mentioned Piet Mondrian’s “Broadway 
Boogie Woogie” as an influence. How so? 

It showed me a way to bridge abstraction and 
representation by looking at things differently, 
specifically by viewing the city from an aerial 
vantage point.

When I hit the Stretch, I realized I had time to 
stop for coffee before driving to the Lighthouse, 

our launch point. 7-Eleven was crowded at 6:20 

a.m. Caffeine in hand, I wondered if anyone 

there would see me in the water in just over 

an hour. The coffee and humidity calmed me 
down, as | was thankful for a hot day when 
chances were high I'd fall in the water. 

Upon parking, I made friends with fellow 
paddlers who provided encouragement. As it 
turns out, many others join the group on a 
whim, seduced by the opportunity for a unique 
adventure and bolstered by encouragement 
and donations from friends and family. 

We headed down to the launch area, about a 
quarter-mile walk from the Lighthouse parking 
lot. There, Lars Svanberg from Main Beach 
Surf & Sport showed me the board he was 
graciously letting me borrow, an 11’ 4” Recon 
ocean-going SUP. The boards and kayaks were 
spread out along the beach, a sea of colors and 
excited paddlers against the backdrop of the 
Lighthouse. We received final instructions that 

_ we were to paddle out about 300 yards to the 

Kimberly, our lead boat, where we would then 

all gather and, at the sound of the Kimberly’s 

horn, begin our trek northeast to Block Island. 

At 8 a.m., we were off. Sitting in the water, 
with the Lighthouse to my right, I finally allowed 
myself to be fully excited for the adventure 
ahead. I was not the most in-shape person at 
this event, and I was fully prepared to bring up 
the rear. But I couldn’t believe that I was about 
to check this bucket list adventure off of my list. 

The first leg of the trip was the most difficult, 
as the currents whipped around the island to 
make for a gnarly chop. | figured it would flatten 
out once | was past the Lighthouse, and a fellow 
paddler confirmed that suspicion as we neared 
the first checkpoint. All paddlers stopped and 
gathered around the Kimberly about once every 
hour to refuel with water, Gatorade and snacks 
that the crew threw down at us. 

The weather was perfect, and we could see 
Block Island during our entire journey. As the 
waves became more of the rolling variety, | 
stayed standing for the majority of the trip, 
and truly enjoyed every moment. There were 
times when I was swept to the front by the jet 
skis that patrolled the entire group. Travelling 
at a speed far faster than a paddle, the water 
became a beautiful blue blur. The Kimberly 
played music, I realized when I was first swept, 
and I tried to stay as close to her as possible 
during the journey. Soon, the lighthouse faded 
into the distance, the radar tower became an 
indistinguishable figure, and the dunes and 
trees of Block came more into focus. 


The hours flew by. This was the 
most physically intense thing | 
had ever done. But it was also the 
most fun. Though I began to feel 
the physical effects of the paddle 
toward the end, never once did | 
wish for the trip to be over. And 
soon, we gathered at a buoy that 
marked the entrance to New Harbor, 
Block Island, indicating that there 
was a mile left to go in the journey. 
The stop was scheduled so that 
all 50-plus paddlers would arrive in 
Block at one time, as an empowered, 
cohesive unit. 


And just like that, it was over. arriving in Block Island

Todd Merrill Brings Art Furniture to Hamptons

fter years of keeping a second home in the 

Hamptons, New York City art furniture dealer 
and tastemaker Todd Merrill has launched a new 
gallery in Southampton. Open since late June, Todd 
Merrill Studio Southampton takes a simple, white- 
box gallery space and fills it with beautiful and 
compelling 20th- and 21st-century furniture made 
from a panoply of unique and surprising materials. 

“Southampton has a community of collectors who 
value both the art of living and living with art,” Merrill 
says, noting that he’s exhibiting an edited selection 
of works here “in a conceptually and aesthetically 
meaningful way.” 

The pieces on display are created by a variety of 
artists—some well established and with international 
clout, others discovered by Merrill and 
on the rise—all of them masters of both 
craftsmanship and design. 

As Merrill explains it, his vision 
for the studio places emphasis on 
“handmade, one-of-a-kind and material- 
driven” works by artists who push 
their chosen medium to its absolute 
aesthetic limit and blur the lines 
between art and design. But function 
is also imperative when it comes to 
creating fine art furniture. No matter 
how visually stunning, each object’s 
purpose cannot simply be a pretense : 
for making something beautiful. It has Todd Merrill 


to work as furniture. 

“If something is meant to be functional then it 
needs to function well,” Merrill says. 

That most pieces on display are meant to 
be touched, sat on, opened, closed, filled. with 
possessions, turned on, turned off, rested upon— 
used—can be difficult to accept for those only 
familiar with paintings and sculpture in a gallery 
setting. 

A visit to Merrill’s studio quickly proves that his 
artists are talented in both the aesthetic and practical 
realms. A blackened steel and bronze cantilevered 
console by Gary Magakis, for example, is a gorgeous 
union of metals and finishes—a more distilled version 
of welded steel cabinets by the late, great innovator 
Paul Evans (Merrill also has Evans’ work available)— 
and it’s also a very sturdy, wonderfully smooth and 

elegantly functional storage piece. 

Alongside Magakis, Merrill is showing 
work by Beth Katleman, Molly Hatch, 
Shari Mendelson, Robert Scott, Jan 
Yoors, Niamh Barry, Gareth Neal, Ian 
Spencer and OLEK, among others. 

This diverse group of artists is all 
over the map in style, material and 
approach, but unified by virtuosic

and inspiration to its visual, 
physical form,” Merrill says, 
explaining how he’s codified 
his vision over the past 15 
years.

Presenting works together, such as placing one 
of Shari Mendelson’s upcycled plastic vessels atop 
Alexander Von Eikh’s sculpted steel and gesso 
table, offers surprising results. Here, Mendelson’s 
vessels are made from old plastic soda bottles 
and hot glue, but appear to be glass, while Von 
Eikh’s heavyweight steel table is painted with a 
fine, white gesso, giving it a much lighter, softer 
look. Merrill seems to understand the benefit of 
taking his viewers’ expectations and turning them on 
their heads. 

Other showstoppers in the space include colorful 
hand-crocheted thrones by OLEK, as shown at the 
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Brooklyn Museum this year; intricate and feminine 
porcelain wall sculpture by Beth Katleman; a 
curvaceous, solid-form chair with multiple-wood 
laminate by Ian Spencer; Niamh Barry’s hanging 
copper lighting pieces; Molly Hatch’s arrangements 
of glazed plates; Robert Scott’s impossibly looping 
wood console; and a pair of Georgian-inspired oak 
vessels by Gareth Neal. 

Despite being wildly different from one another, 
all of these artists present as an aesthetically 
cohesive whole. 

“I want to see the artist’s hand in a work as 
well as the innate link between a work’s content 
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8 focus of what we do,” Merrill 

says. “For example, while 
we exhibited Beth Katleman’s 
monumental installation, ‘Folly,’ we were able to scale 
it smaller to a ‘Demi-Folly,’ in order to suit the space 
and taste of Christian Dior’s Hong Kong and London 
stores,” he adds. “Whether for a Southampton home, 
a private museum, or a project like Tiffany & Co.’s 
Paris flagship, creating a work of art to respond 
to and exist within a specific environment adds a 
meaningful new level to the artistic process for both 
the creator and the collector.” 

Todd Merrill Studio has just planted its flag on 
the East End, so there should be little doubt that 
this beacon of sophisticated taste and daring vision 
will begin to spread its influence in homes and 
businesses across the South Fork. 

Furniture, it turns out, can be just as exciting as the 
art so often hanging above it.

Enjoying a Night at Montauk’s Sole East

y sister and I jumped on the train from 

Southampton to Montauk on a recent Friday, 
ready to enjoy delicious food and Montauk vibes at 
The Backyard Restaurant at Solé East. 

Solé East has two locations, one on Second House 
Road and one on South Emerson Avenue—across the 
street from the beach. Arriving at The End almost 
an hour before our reservation, we took our time 
heading to the restaurant, which is located at the 
Second House Road location. 

Upon entering the Solé East hotel, we walked 
through the lobby and were immediately ushered into 
a tranquil backyard. This restaurant is aptly named. 
Flowers and lush grass greet you, and a quaint stone 
path guides guests toward the restaurant in the 
back. The peaceful space stands in stark contrast 
to reports of the raucous party scene that Montauk 
has become. 

My sister and I were shown to our outdoor table, 
located underneath the kind of tree that is ideal for 
a tree house. The space was perfectly outfitted with 
small lights. Our server immediately greeted us, 
offering his recommendations of the clams casino 
and tuna tartare as an appetizer; and the gnocchi 
with fresh lobster as an entrée. 

More on the food in a minute. This was a Friday 
night, and we appropriately started with the drinks. 
Solé East has a full bar, with a wide selection of 
spirits, a curated cocktail list, and beer and wine. 
I started with the Jalisco Watermelon cocktail, a 


combination of Herradura tequila, watermelon, lime 
and sugar, with a spicy rim. The cocktail was at once 
refreshing, but also had a nice bite to it. The perfect 
drink to prepare my palate for the scrumptious 
food ahead. 

We started off with the two recommended 
appetizers. I’ve enjoyed many a clam-in my life— 
I'm a big fan of this shellfish in any context— 
and was excited to try the Backyard’s iteration of 
clams casino. Solé East did not disappoint. The dish 
included jalapeno, basil and bacon butter, making for 
a delicious combination that only needed a squirt of 
lemon to finish it. As I’m not a huge fan of stuffing, I 
was happy to find that the breadcrumbs were not a 
major ingredient. They didn’t overwhelm the clams. 
And the jalapeno was not too spicy. 

My sister went with the tuna tartare, served with 
cucumber and lemon juice. The bottom layer was 
comprised of a chilled rice-like combo, making for a 
nice complement to the chunks of tuna on the top. 
The dish comes with lightly baked chips on the side. 

At this point, the sun had gone down, and we 
remarked at how pleasant the night felt. The 
restaurant maintained a serene, relaxing atmosphere 
which, coupled with the string of lights overhead and 
the music, made for the perfect way to start a night. 

Our entrées soon arrived. My sister took the 
server’s recommendation of the gnocchi with fresh 
lobster, cherry tomatoes and tarragon. | went with 
the seared yellowfin tuna, which was served with 
black sticky rice, edamame cucumber hummus and 
a carrot ginger coulis. Though | initially thought I'd

be partial to the gnocchi, and my eyes grew wide 
once I spotted all of the chunks of lobster—this 
is a lobster dish with pasta, not the other way 
around—I ended up enjoying my tuna more. The 
slice of fish was perfectly seared, and the homemade 
edamame cucumber hummus was a a flavorful side 
that enhanced the freshness of the tuna. 

Though we were stuffed, we couldn’t pass up 
sharing some tiramisu. Like the food that came 
before it, the dish didn’t disappoint. 

After dessert, we meandered back into the bar, 
where we ordered two more cocktails and continued 
our night chatting by a fire pit on another part of 
Solé East’s property. With summer winding down, 
Pll raise a glass to more lovely outdoor nights 
like this! gL

et us explore one of our attractive villages: Port 

Jefferson boasts restaurants on every corner 
and quirky stores selling everything from sea-themed 
souvenirs to homemade fudge to unique clothing. 
Events in Port Jefferson (“Port Jeff” for short) go on 
throughout the year—they include the Antiques & 
Garden Weekend (late April), Green Fest (early June), 
Harvest Fest (October 26 to November 6), Dickens 
Festival (December 4 — 6) and more. Many of these 
events take place in the beautiful Village Center, 
where four function rooms offer a unique view of the 
Village and harbor. Hotels, restaurants and the ferry 
to Bridgeport, Connecticut are all within walking 
distance of the Center. 

Port Jefferson’s original settlers bought the land 
from the Setauket Indians in the mid-17th century. 
The traditional name for the area, Souwassett, means 
“at the place of small pines,” but there is evidence 
to suggest that the name Souwassett, like the name 
Poquott (still the name of the village to the east of 
Port Jeff), was a corruption of “Poquossett,” meaning 
“where it (water) opens out or widens (i.e., drowns 
the land).” Settled by John Roe, an Irish shoemaker 
from the Queens area, Souwassett was known as 
Drowned Meadow after 1682. It remained a small 
community of five homes through the 18th century, 
but developed into a small ship-building. center by 
the 19th century. 

In 1836, the community’s leaders, realizing 
“Drowned Meadow” was a poor name for the location 


of shipbuilding businesses, decided to 
re-christen their village Port Jefferson— 
naming it after President Thomas 
Jefferson. They chose to honor Jefferson 
in the village’s name because Jefferson 
was the primary source of funding for 
a project to prevent the flooding of 
the lower village. The town went on to 
become a major whaling port. 

The past is celebrated in Port Jeff, 
as the village has held onto its historic 
structures—many of which remain 
businesses or private residences, but 
history buffs can get a peek inside at 
the Mather House Museum Complex on 
Prospect Street. It consists of the Home 
of John T. Mather, a 19th century Port 
Jefferson shipbuilder; the Spinney Clock Collection, 
which consists of 250 antique clocks; the Tool 
Shed Collection, a vast array of carpentry tools; 
Dr. R. Sherman Mills Country Shops, a recreation 
of a country store, a barber shop and post office; 
a marine barn and sail loft; and the Craft House & 
Museum Shop. 

In 1873, P.T. Barnum, celebrated showman and 
circus impresario, bought a tract of land in Port 
Jefferson, with the intention of making Port Jefferson 
a home base for his circus, Barnum’s Big Top. The 
townspeople, in an early display of the not-in-my- 
backyard phenomenon, put a stop to Barnum’s plan, 
arguing that his ideas were too grandiose. Barnum, 
unable to develop his property as he desired,

eventually sold his land. Barnum Avenue now runs 
through the area that was once his land, and one of 
the Bridgeport & Port Jefferson Ferry boats is named 
the P.T. Barnum. The house he had constructed on 
his property remains in private hands. 

Theatre Three on Main Street is a year-round 
professional regional theater that was founded in 
1969. For the past 30 seasons, Theatre Three has 
occupied the 160-year-old Athena Hall building. Each 
year, Theatre Three presents a main stage season 
of seven productions (four musicals, two plays, and 
A Christmas Carol.)

incredibly passionate about caring for animals. Stella 


and Charlie: Friends Forever is her third children’s - 


book, following Broadway Barks (named for the 
charity she co-founded with Mary Tyler Moore) and 
Stella is a Star. In Friends Forever, older dog Stella 
learns to get along with Charlie, the new puppy in 
the household. “It’s turning out to be very popular 
because it ended up being about sibling rivalry,”

I found out about 
Charlie, who was in Texas, and I was performing 
in Wisconsin, so afterward we drove to Texas and 
took Charlie home!” Peters has been a dog lover her 
entire life, dating back to her childhood in Ozone 
Park, Queens. “I always wanted one and I begged and 
begged until my mother gave in,” she says. “They’re 
just the best. Charlie is very sensitive.” Proceeds 
from the book go to Broadway Barks. 

Audiences may have seen Peters in the Amazon 
original series Mozart in the Jungle, a drama about

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Two Different Tales of the City

. Ed Burns’s memoir, 
i Independent Ed: Inside a Career 
of Big Dreams, Little Movies, 
and the Twelve Best Days of 
my Life (Gotham Books), has 
come out at an opportune 
: time for Burns, likely released 
to coincide with the debut of 
_ Burns’s police drama Public 
Morals on TNT. The series, 
which premleréd its first two episodes at Guild Hall 
over the summer, is set in New York in the 1960s, and 
is another tour de force for Burns. He is the executive 
producer, screenwriter, lead actor and director. 

As Independent Ed shows, these are roles Burns has 
been playing for a long time. Burns has an impressive 
résumé—starting with The Brothers McMullen. He 
wrote, directed, starred in and produced it for only 
$25,000, and it has grossed over $10 million. 

His life since then has been full of “ups and 
downs,” but he seems never to have lost his passion. 
Burns loves the process of writing and making 
movies, which he talks about in entertaining detail. 
For aspiring filmmakers, Independent Ed will prove 
instructional and inspirational—though Burns’s 
principal advice is that “you must love what you do 
and do it with everything you’ve got.” And surely 
Burns is focused, fiercely attached to independence 


and frank about failures, but he’s also been blessed — 


with extremely supportive parents, especially his 
ex-policeman father who has gotten Burns funding 
and rallied relatives and friends. 

Burns never went Hollywood, though he worked in 
L.A. for a while. A New Yorker through and through, 
he has always preferred to write and act in movies 
about “the tough-as-nails, loud and brash, sharp- 
tongued and sarcastic New Yorkers,” especially the 
working-class Irish community he grew up with. He 
was also always an NYPD buff, “gathering history and 
stories from any source,” and “intrigued” by what the 
department was like before the Knapp Commission 
took on corruption in 1972, when the good guys 


managed “to blur the line between good and bad.” 
Independent Ed is illustrated with numerous photos 
of Burns on sets, indoor and out, and it covers his 
work up to Public Morals. For the casual filmgoer, 
the narrative may prove a bit numbing, in spite of a 
lively prose style and engaging anecdotes. Too many 
names are dropped, chance connections dominate 
and accidents and luck rule alongside hard work and 


-persistence. Still, the book has humor and charm and 


should be a staple of film school curricula. 

Parents, teachers, caregivers—you might want to 
consider Joanne de Simone’s “little urban tale” The 
Metro Cats: Life in the Core of the Big Apple (Gazebo 
Gardens Publishing). Ages 9-12 are particularly 
invited in, but the story about the bonding and 
affection of feral cats forming a family and attracting 
friends may also appeal to younger readers. De 
Simone, a dramatist and film reviewer who lives 
in Riverhead, has a sweet story to tell about the 
kind of cats that usually don’t figure in fiction. A 
colony struggling to survive in the city, these wild 
ones struggle every day to find food and survive 
challenges from other cats, from traffic and from 
animal control. They are the Metro Cats, constituting 
a “self-styled, sophisticated, cosmopolitan feline 
underworld” in Manhattan (They are joined for 
a short while by Carson and Neville, cats from 
California locked accidentally in a truck that made 
its way to New York). There’s Lauren, for example, a 
classy uptown cat, who falls for big, awkward Buster, 
who adores her and is at the center of a plan to 
rescue her when she’s picked up by Animal Control 
and her three babies are left alone. A scrappy, tough- 
looking, boastful bunch from the West Side known as 
The Scratches has adopted Buster. 

The style is simple, the incidents touching and the 
theme edifying. There are also references that may 
go over the heads of some youngsters—the World 
Trade Center, Anderson Cooper reading the news on 
TV..Still, Metro Cats, by way of anthropomorphism, 
makes the case to be kind to feline street urchins who 
seem here more capable of compassion, domestic 
harmony and loyalty than many humans. The book 
features illustrations by Jeff Chaney. @.

Haley Hannah as 
Annette gave me goose bumps with her stunning 
rendition of “If!

A Late Summer Idyll at the Quogue Club

ar from the madding crowd that can be the 

Hamptons scene, the Quogue Club at Hallock 
House sits in the relative tranquility of Quogue, 
boasting an enviable membership while still being 
far from exclusionary. It opens its doors to guests as 
a 14-room luxury boutique hotel, with a world-class 
restaurant and amenities to match. 

Pulling up to the front on a stretch of tree-lined 
road off Montauk Highway that could easily double 
as a small-town-America Main Street in a yesteryear 
movie, the air of history inherent in the 200-year-old 
building draws you in immediately. The Quogue Club 
welcomed guests as far back as the early 1800s, but 
stepping through the front doors and walking into 
the reception area, the renovation that began in 2012 
leaves no doubt that a modern, subtle sophistication 
has melded seamlessly with the classic charms. 

Surrounded by the blues, greens and yellows that 
inform the design by the renowned Alexa Hampton, 
each piece of art adorning the walls, each seat 
cushion upon each chair, each accent piece, helps 
create what is an effortless elegance throughout the 
Club.

In fact, the Founders 
Room on the main floor welcomes grownups and 
children alike—on a given night you just might find 
a kids’ movie being screened while parents enjoy 
cocktails or dinner at the bar and restaurant.

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Get a Taste of That Rum-Running Spirit 


BY DAN KOONTZ 


he spirit of Dutch Schultz is alive and well and 

living in the Hamptons. No, we’re not saying 
that rum-running is back. What we are saying is that, 
in a growing number of local bars and liquor stores, 
you can go in and ask for Dutch’s Spirits—in the form 
of Dutch’s New York Sugar Wash Moonshine—and 
get a taste of what Dutch was all about. 

This moo@shine is a clear, clean-tasting libation, a 
lot like a light rum, but the history behind this booze 
is anything but straightforward. 

The story starts with the figure of Dutch Schultz 
himself, a legendary character in the annals of New 
York crime. Born Arthur Flegenheimer in The Bronx 
in 1901, he adopted the mobster moniker “Dutch,” 
which was a common nickname for a German- 
American, and appropriated the name “Schultz” from 
the name of the trucking company he worked for. 
Sent to Blackwell’s Island for burglary at the age of 
18, Dutch proved to be such a troublemaker that he 
was shipped out to the prison farm in Westhampton, 
which is where he may have become aware of the 
criminal potentials of Long Island’s East End. Paroled 
in 1920, he went back into the trucking business and 
was soon deeply involved in rum-running, especially 
on Long Island where members of his gang were 
notorious for hijacking other rumrunners’ shipments. 

Prohibition proved lucrative for Dutch, as 
he became involved in all aspects of the illegal 
distribution of alcohol—owning and operating 
speakeasies, owning trucks for transporting beer and 
liquor, and preventing rival mobsters from invading 
his territory. Eventually, he even got involved in 
production, reportedly investing in a massive, illicit 
distillery in the wilds of Dutchess County. In the 
spring of 1932, rotating teams of workers labored 


to build this facility in underground 
bunkers on a rustic turkey farm 
in Pine Plains, NY, and soon 
were busy turning sugar 
into hard alcohol— 
moonshine. Bottled up 
and ready to ship, this 

was the forerunner 
of today’s Dutch’s 

Spirits. 

That original 
moonshine didn’t 
stay on the market 
for long, though. 
Unfortunately for 
Dutch, and despite 
the rural seclusion 
and the extreme 
efforts to disguise 
the operation, federal 
authorities moved 
in in a high profile raid 
in the autumn of 1932. 
Perhaps the feds were made 
suspicious by the sheer volume 
of sugar being delivered to what was 
supposedly a turkey farm. At any rate, 
the whole operation was shut down, and tons of 
equipment was destroyed. Dutch Schultz was taken 
out in a mob hit in 1935, and the underground 
bunkers were left to molder and decay for close to 
80 years. 

Fast-forward to 2008, when the sequence of events 
began which has brought the old bunkers back into 
production. In 2008, New York passed a farm distilling 
law, which has greatly reduced the regulatory burden 
and expense of running a small farm-based distillery 


in the state. In July of 2011, the site 
of the old distillery was mapped 
for inclusion on New York’s 
Archeological Inventory 
and was also deemed 
eligible for inclusion in 
New York’s Registry 
of Historic Places. 
Now you can visit 
this amazing place 
and explore the 
tunnel system 
and marvel at the 
sheer audacity of 
those long-gone 
gangsters. 
Then there’s 
the booze. A new 
still has gone into 
production on_ the 
site—completely 
licensed and _ legal 
this time!—with plans to 
produce “grain to -bottle” 
spirits, made with grains 
harvested on-site and on other New 
York State farms. Dutch’s Spirits New York 
Sugar Wash Moonshine is just the first offering to go 
into production, along with Dutch’s Spirits American 
Era Cocktail Bitters, a trio of cocktail bitters that 
connoisseurs consider to be first class. 

Locally, Dutch’s Spirits can be found at several 
restaurants and stores, including Water Street Wines 
and Spirits in Sag Harbor, Almond in Bridgehampton, 
Town Line BBQ in Sagaponack, and at Amagansett 
Wine and Spirits. It may be as close to rum-running 


as you're going to get. G&

Setting Stone Bridge Farm Apart 

“What we felt always distinguished us from a 
lot of other farms was that it was an integrated 
_ operation—particularly in New York, where nothing 
like that existed. Most thoroughbred operations are 
either dedicated to mares and foals, mothers and 
raising babies, or it’s a training facility where horses, 
as they get older, get ready to run and perhaps come 
back to a training facility. And we just combine that. 
And we designed it for horses. So there’s lots of 
- space, 425 acres, and we built a bunch of houses and 
we did it all right so that the help would be happy. 
We employ about 25 people at any one time.” 


On the Right Track : 
“We put in a synthetic track as part of the training 
facility, which again is an unusual fact about the 
farm. About 10 or 15 years ago a company in England 
installed a synthetic track in some places—it’s made 
from silica sand, various fabric materials, bound 
with a wax, and it drains through a big center drain 
underneath it. So one, we tend to never have a lot 
of mud on it—we have almost no mud, which is 
something that dirt tracks have to deal with. And 
two, the track tends to be the same every day, so 
horses get used to it, and that’s something you don’t 
always find on the dirt tracks. We think it’s easier on 
horses, dealing with lameness and other problems 
they have from racing and training. The more we can 
do to keep them sound, the happier owners are, the 
_ happier trainers are, the happier horses are.”

Home Sweet Home: The Main House 

“We had a wonderful architect. Its got a big atrium, 
its almost three stories, the center of the house, it 
has a very light feeling to it, and as you walk directly 
back from the entrance is a big circular room that 
sits out back. It’s nice to read in, but you can also 
watch the horses train from there. There’s a big deck 
in the back, and you can watch the horses train from 
there as well. They both look onto the racetrack.” 


Celebrate Saratoga 
“We’re 11 miles from the racetrack. We get a lot 


of people who come up for the races and wind up 
staying and living there, because it’s a wonderful area. 
Seven weeks of the summer we have racing, we have 
two big sales up there in August that we generally 
participate in. It’s a wonderful area. There’s a lot of 
culture, between Skidmore and the performing arts 
center, and a number of other entertainment venues. 
Skiing is nearby, lakes are nearby, and the town itself 
is something wonderful.” g&.
